One real attempt was made in Canton, which 
really came to nought, as so many olher Canton 
-conspiracies! The secrets of the disaffected 
and of conspirators have a rare habit of leaking 
out at just the wrong time. Conspiracy is not : 
so much an accomplishment in China as in 
Europenn countries. The Chinese, in deeds of 
badness, are not true to cach -other, 

Still, hough the Canton conspiracy to kill off 
the high provincial authutities was frustrated, 
the very existence of the conspiiacy shows that 
the Government is not run as many would like. 
Ie is Nibilismy transjlanted from Russia into 
China, txcept’ here the conpiracies ate 
more apt to originate at a distance from the 
capital muher than in the capital, in close* 
proximity to the Court, a 

The only other plot that has been talked of 
and feared was supposed! to be breeding in 
Kiukiang, but as it never caine to light, it may 
be put down as an abortion.
